Claims 1 and 2 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hirsch, Bitney. or Partonnar, which show all of the 
claimed limitations. Specifically, as can be ascertained from the drawings of the aforementioned references Hirsch Bitney, and 
Partomiar show an oven rack made of wire frame including a cutout/opening for a pivotaU]^ .-ipported circular revolvmg member and 
pivot means. 

Claim 3 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Hirsch, BHney, or Partonnw, which disclose 
substantially all of the claimed limitations, as discussed above. Hirsch, Bitney, and Partonnar do not specificdly recrte a plurality of 
revolving member. Nevertheless, duplicating parts for a multiplied effect is well within the skill and ability of a stalled amain. 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a plurality of revolving members into the 
invention disclosed by Hirsch, Bitney, or Partonnar, so as to provide a multiplied effect 

Claim 3 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a plurality of revqlving members. 

Claims 1-3 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and tiius have industrial applicability because tiie subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
